A Wo limn Oiler Herself urn n l'nssoreri'east
hnerlllet, nnd Dies.

Hei.su, Ala., Dec 18. A horrible murder was
committed hero y. William W. Jordan, a faith
doctor,has been living In Selma for tbo past twelve
months, und In that time has acquired great Influ-
ence over the negroes, whom ho told that ho had
como to redeem the Hebrews. lie arranged for a
l'ubsover feast al the liouso of two negro women In
tho outskirts of the city this morning, aud told
them a sacrifice was necessary. Frances Driver
bald she was willing to otTer herself as a sacrifice,
and laid her head on the table. Jordan thereupon
took usworil aud struck li r several blows on tno
neck, and stabbed her a number of times, killing
her lu.luiitiy. lho body was then dragged out
into tne street bj thu two other women.

A white woman ltnesed thu ulUIr und gave the
alarm, l'ollo oilUci I'liyue, utter a tcrtlblustrUK-gle- ,

succeeded Hi oterpowerlug Jordan, und with
the aid at othcrotnetrs cnutrjvd him to tho city
pilsnu. The two uegtoei wno wcro prevent at the
least hare al o been arrested. T he negroes are
greatly rxelled over tne mutder and there aru
threats of ljuehlug, but the 1'Ollco havo u strong
Luard at tho itty ptl.ou and say they will be able tu
prevent mob violence. Chief of l'ullco ltosser says
Jordan Is unqiu'stlojably ciur.7, Tho murderer
has a brother ilvlug at Hhrevcpurt.

John I. tjulllvan's Irish tour
canto to a close lust night with a grand exhibition
In Ulster Hall, Uelfaat, The distinguished
pugilist was accompanied to Ilelfait by Phillips,
his backer, (Secretary Harnett, Fred Gallagher and
Michael (lunn, of tho Dublin Oalotr Thoatro.

FARMING A FAILURE.

A Business IlnlrrprUo Approved by the
K. of L. Sold Out by tho HberltT.

IH'ICUI. TO TUC WOULD. I

llruiNEitP, Minn., Deo. la The experiment with
furmlng, known as the Crow Wing

County scheme, ts a pronounced a failure. This
Is the plan which was approved by the Knights
of Labor and of which so much has
been expected. Tho cuterprlae was begun
under nattering prospects on n largo tract
of land In tho southern part ot this county ubout
Hay Lake. Tho land was good uruvelly loam, with
scattering or scrub-oa- k timber. Near at hand,
also, was plenty ot pine aud other wood. A saw-

mill was put up which was expectod to pro luco
lumber for largo buildings. Hut none of tho proj-cc- ti

proved successful, and after tno years' ef-

forts the leading members of the colony have per-
manently disagreed, and all but one, Mr. Itaukln,
have departed.

The Sheriff a few days ago sold tho mill under
foreclosnre.

Mr. ltsnkln and Mr. Young, with their families,
arc members ot the Presbyterian Crimen, and for
somu time, uficr Mr. Young Joined lho colony lait
spring everything went along smoothly, the two
families being ou Intimate terms. Heversl weeks
ago all this was changed to a state ot open rebellion
au uroond. Mr. Yonng bad managed the co-
operative sawmill at the farm during the
season, and Mr. llsnkln claims that be Is
not a capable mill man, as he represented
himself to be, and that the resnlt has been that
very little lumber was manufactured. Mr. Youug
claims, that Mr. llsnkln has not accounted for
money colleoted on aabscrlptlons and douatlona.
and has not Invested It on the farm. Mr. lUnkln
claims on the contrary, that he has carefully ex-
pended the money for the benefit of the enterprise
and has meantime depended for his own expenses
on contributions made by his sons, who are print-
ers, employed at Minneapolis. All the other mem-
bers Joined Mr. Young In leaving Mr. llsnkln Hone
at the farm, and there does nut seem much

gaia getting upon itifiti.

MJKGLAKS AT D0BBS FERRY;.

After Successfully ltubblnir Three Itrslriences
They lire t'uulil Willi Theft Huuty.

Early on Sunday morning burglars entered the
residences of threo citizens of Doi.bs Ferry, r. O.

Mr. Ilradlcy saw one of the burglars Just as ho
was leaving his premises. Ho hastily donned his
doming nnd followed. Onhis way hetnitu Dobbs
Ferry policeman, and together they followed the
burglar down at far as Hastings, where they lost
traut of him lu the darknets.

About a o'clock this morning a Y'onkcrs police-
man noticed two men skulklug along the streets
carrying tug bundles. Their actions were so suspi-
cious thai he determined to arrest them. As souu
as he started towards tlictn they ran, but he cap-
tured one of the pair aud took him to Police Head-
quarters. About twenty minutes Inter anutiier
oniccr brought In tho second. They gave tliclr
names us John l'owcll, aged forty, and William
Mason, aged twenty-nin- e. Their bundles wete
searoncd iiipI werofutiudtooonialn clothing, silver-
ware aud Jewelry. Mason also hadu Jtruinr, adark
lantern iiinl n revoler. Iloth uuo coului-c- ac-
counts ut themselves and were locked up. Tne sil-
verware bore ihe namo of Hradley.

Mr. liradtey was notified ot the arrest and went
at once to Ynnfcers. He Identified tho overcoat,
valise aud part of the sllvorwure as bis. Mr. Yale
then put in au appearance and Ulentlllea his prop-
erly.
